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The Applicants argue that 1) data provided in the specification is representative of the class of acetamides, 2) The present invention is 
primarily used for soil treatment, 3) Penner's invention centers on the repellent properties of the composition and 4) Penner's invention 
employs the use of fatty acids broadly, whereas instant claims are to specific lipophilic additives, i.e. C1 3 - C20 fatty acids. The Examiner 
disagrees with Applicants' argument. Firstly, the data provided is only for S-metolachlor (a single speices of the acetamide class). One 
species from a class may not represent an entire class of compounds. Secondly, with respect to the claims, Applicants claim a specific 
range of fatty acids (C1 3 - C20) not specific fatty acids. The Examiner only finds a compostion comprising S-metolachlor plus benoxacor 
plus isopar (need name), stearic acid or stearyl alcohol potentially allowable since benoxacor appears to be a required component of the 
formulations in Table 1 (see final rejection). A statement of intended use (repellent properties or soil treatment) has no patentable 
significance in claims drawm to compositions. 

The Examiner maintains that Feucht reads on instant invention. Feucht teaches a composition comprising flufenacet plus glyphosate or 
glufosinate plus oil (fat) base adjuvants. This suggest that it would have been obvious to add the fatty acid (fat) taught by Penner to the 
composition taught by Feucht. For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 

Claim 8 is associtated with an improper status identifier. 
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
